In the Dublin District Court yesterday, 
before Mr. Collins, D.J., 'a charge was pre- 
ferred by Sergeant 23 E agéinst George 
Miller (25), Greenhills, Tallaght, of having 
driven a motor car carelessly at Roundtown 
road, Crumlin, on the 20th December last, 
thereby knocking down Peter Egan (15), who 
lives at Upper. Rimmage, and causing him a 
fracture of the thigh bone. 

Egan told the Justice that he was coming 
out of Brooklawn atid going towards Crumlin 
with a handcart, when he was struck behind 
by the motor car. ; 

Other witnesses 
evidence. 

For the defence it was stated by the de- 
fendant and the owner of the car (Mr. James 
Donnell, Greenhills) that the boy ran in 
front of the car when it was only three feet 
from him, and that the car Struck the hand- 
cart, and not the boy. | 

OWNER IN THE CAR. 

The Justice said that in this case they had 
before the Court the driver, not the owner 
of the car. The ownér was in the car at thé 
time of the accident. It was the ownet whe 
was responsible, and the driver should be 
charged only with having aided and abetted. 

Mr. Davis (prosecuting solicitor) said that 
he got his instructions only that morning. 

he Justice—Oh, nonsense! We have got

number of motor accidents, and where the 
owners were seated in the cars when people 
were injured in the strets. The drivers were 
prosecuted and the owners were not. The 
owners were the principals, because they 
were in control of the cars, and the drivers 
were their servants, The owners or employers 
were the responsible persons. and if they saw 
the driver acting carelessly it was their duty 
to correct him. 

For some reason, the Justice went on. the 
authorities always prosecuted the chatffeurs. 
[hat was a matter that required consideration 
for the future. 

Asked by’ Mr. Collins what he thought 
about jt, Mr. Davis replied that he thought 
that the owners, in such cases, should be 
prosecuted. | 

! CASE OF PUBLICANS. 

The Justice said that in licensing cases it 
was the owner, not the assistant, that was 
prosecuted. He would treat this case as one 
qf aiding and abetting. He imposed a fine 
of £5 on the driver. ' 

He had. Mr. Collins added, no power yet 
to send persons who acted like the defendant 
to prison for a first offence. If a second 
offence were proved against a person he could 
he sent to prison for three months. He 
honed that the Legislature would soon. con- 
sider that important matter.

DEATH: 
rhe “sách MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 
At the direction -6f the judge, who remarked 
that there was no evidence of criminal 
negligence, the jury returned a verdict of 
'“not guilty '” in the case of Herbert Brown. 
who was charged with cansing the death of 
Serceant J. J. Kiernan, Civie Guard. through 
colliding with his motor cycle when driving 
a motor car on the road hetween Longford 
and Strokestown on the 13th October last. 

Mr. Carrigan, Senior State Counsel, said 
that the sergeant was cycling on the wrong 
side of the road, but that fact. was no defence 
here, as Mr. Brown was driving at an exces- 
sive sneed, although it was a circumstance 
that might be considered by the jurv. i 

Francis Hughes, who was in charge of a 
cart of turf, stated that before the accident 
ocenrred he saw the motor car travelling 
rapidiy. and Michael Brennan described the 
speed of the car as ‘‘ furioys.”’ 

Mr. Brown was examined hy his counsel. 
and stated that he was travelling unhi!ll when 
he saw the cvclist coming down rapidly on 
his wrone side of the road. with hie head 
down. He had to blow his horn repeatedly. 
When about twenty vards away the evclist 
looked up. He seemed to lose control of "the 
bievcle, and endeavoured to swerve over to 
his proner side of the road. Heavy showers 
of rain had fallen that day. and the road was 
greasy, The bicvcle skidded and ‘dived 
back’ again towards the ear. Sergeant 
Kiernan struck the car, which had been mov- 
ing very slowly, and he was thrown from his 
bicvele, 

Mv. Carrigan said that, having heard Mr. 
Brown's evidence, he would not proceed 
further with the case, and the judge. there- 
upon directed the jury to return a verdict of 
not guilty. Mr. Brown was then discharged.

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BANK ROBBERY AT 
CLONMELLON.

TWO MEN ON TRIAL. 


The trial was begun and adjourned till this 
morning of James Conlon and Thomas 
O'Donnell, who are charged with robbing 
Charles Young Pratt, manager of the Athboy 
branch of the Ulster Bank, of £30 at Clon- 
mellon on September 29th, 1923. 

Mr. Pratt gave evidence of the robbery, 
but could not identify either of the prisoners. 

Mrs. Margaret Pollard gave evidence that 
portion of her house at Clonmellon was used 
as an office of the Ulster Bank on fair days 
and market days. On the night before the 
bank was robbed the prisoners and another 
man lodged in her house. She knew Conlon. 
who was a farmer’s son, and O’Donnell. who 
was a groom. When they went to her house 
they told her that they were ‘‘on the run.” 
Next morning she heard the click of some- 
thing that she believed to be a gun, and the 
two men, who were beside her. ordered her 
to “get out.” She went into the next house. 
Afterwards she heard a crash, and saw 
Conlon and the other man leaving the bank. 
Conlon had a box under his arm. 

Cross-examined, Mrs. Pollard said that the 
prisoners were political friends of hers. and 
that she kept them when they were ‘on the 
run” from the military and Civic Guards. At 
first she did not give the names of the raiders 
to the Civic Guards, hecause she was afraid. 


O'Donnell was in the Civic Guard afterwards. 


Connse! for the defence—I suggest that you 


are accusing these two men in order to shield. 


the three men who really took part in the 
raid, and whose names you know *—No one 
took part in the raid except the two men in 
the dock. 

Michael Murtagh gave evidence of investi- 
gating the robbery while he was in the 
Volunteers. Conlon and O'Donnell, he said, 
had admitted their guilt, 

Sergeant McCabe deposed to arresting 
O'Donnell at Sligo, O’Donzell being then a 
member of the Civic Guard, :

MAGISTRATE’S WARNING. 

At Londonderry Petty Sessions yesterday 
the Northern Ministry of Labour prosecuted 
William McMonagle, 17 Harvey street, for 
making @ false declaration as to his weekly 
wages for the purpose of obtaining extended 
benefit for his wife on April 28-last. 

The evidencé was that the defendant stated 
in his wife’s application for extended benefit 
that his wages were 35s. a week, wheréas 
they were from £5 to £3 9s. a week. As a 
result of the false declaration the wife drew 
£2 5s. to which she was not entitled. 

Captain O'Donnell, J.P. (who presided), 
said that this class of offence was becoming 
too frequent and would have to be stopped. 
There had once gone out a cry that “ Killing 
was no murder,” and now the cry apparently 


was: “‘ Fraud en the Government no crime. * 


The magistrates in this case had considered 
the question of imprisonment, but owing to 
the defendant's good character they had 
decided to impose a penalty of £5. 

The Ministry also prosecuted Charlies 
McDowell, 17 Thomas street, for making a 
false declaration as to his wages for the 
purpose of enabling his son Charles to obtain 
extended unemployment benefit. | 

It was pointed out by Mr, Scott, for the 
defendant, that no benefit waa received as a 
result of the false declaration.

IN CORK. 
MOTHER AND THREE 
CHILDREN DEAD, 
TRAPPED IN BURNING 


ROOM,

A young married woman, }ire. James 
Manley, wife ol @ gas worker, and her 
three children—lily, aged five years; 
John, aged three years, and James, three 
months--were burned to death in a fire 
which broke out in a tenement house, 4 
Kivle street, Cork, yesterday. 

Mrs. Woolley, another occupant of the 
house, saved her life by jumping from a 
window to a shawl, which was held oper 
ir. the street. 

The origin of the fire is not known. 


THE OUTBREAK. & 


A TERRIFIED WOMAN. 

At ten o'clock yesterday morning smoxe 
and flames were seen to come from some of 
the upper windows of the house, and an 
excited crowd gathered on the street. 

The house is a three-storeyed one, and 
Mrs: Manley lived on the top floor, the 
windows of which ave sixteen feet from the 
«round. In the midst of the flames and clouds 
of stnoke she was seen at the window carry- 
ing the baby in her arms, and the people 
below shouted to her to jump into a shawl 
which was held for her. ‘She hesitated for 
a moment, and then went back again as if 
afraid to jump. 

The fire brigade was sent: for, and when it 
arrived the upper part of the house was 
enveloped in fiames. <A ladder was erected, 
and when. the firemen went up the four 
occupants of the house had been either 
burnt or suffocated. 

A young man named Thomas Fletcher, who 
lives directly opposite, stated that at about 
ten minutes past ten he was in bed on the 
top floor when he heard screams, and he 
went to the window. He saw Mrs. Maniev 
standing on the ledge outside the upper left- 
hand window, holding the baby in her arm 
and gripping the window-sash with her other 
hand. he crowd below got a shawl and 
held it underneath, but she would not jump, 
and went back into the room again. She 
Was not seen again. 

Mrs. Woolley, who lives in the next room, 
came throngh and jumped into the shawl. 

An old women, named Mrs. Nora Day, who 
owns the honse and carries on the business 
of a furniture dealer on the ground floor, 
was in bed in her room on the lower floor, 
but she got out of the house without injuries. 
The bottom floor was not touched by the fire. 

BRAVE EFFORTS TO SAVE LIFE. 

Mr. Jeremiah Galvin, who lives at 3 Kyle 
street, told a thrilling story of the outbreak, 
the scene within the burning building and his 
own efforts to save the occupants of the 
house. Mr. Galvin sustained injuries to the 
hands and face, but fortunately they were 
not of a serious character. It was mainly 
through his energies that Mrs. Woolley made 
her escape. 

Attracted by the screams of Mrs. O’Brien, 
who lived in the burning house, Mr. Galvin 
rushed to the building and found one of the 
back rooms in a mass of fiames. He procurea 
water in a bucket and threw it on the fire, 
but witn little effect. 

“I tried to get as far as I could towards 
the voom,’’ declared Mr. Galvin, “and had 
reached the inner portion of the landing, 
when I found that I was cut off, as the 
landing at the other end had then gone on 
fre, but 1 shouted to the woman: ‘ Don't 
come down this stairs, as it won't hold, and 
[ suddenly felt the 
landing giving way, and I had to jump 
through the top back window .nto the yard 
in order to escape from my position. I! 
hurried into Kyle street and procured a shaw! 
and spread it out and asked Mrs. Woolley to 
jump into it. She was then at the front 
window of the house. She jumped, and I! 
caught her in the shawl I think that she 
had received some burns about the arms in 
the fire, but she landed safely, and was 
uickly taken to hospital. I then called to 
Mrs. Manley to throw out the children, but 


Pi think she collapsed, and must have been 


sufiocated.”’ 
FIRE CHIEF'S STATEMENT. 

Captain Hutson, superintendent of the fire 
brigade, said that when they arrived the 
flames were rolling out of the windows and 
the staircase, and the first and second floors 
vere burning furiously. Ultimately the fire- 
men got in through the window above, and 
got the bodies of Mrs. Manley and two 
of her children. They also got another body 
in the back room on the same floor, which 
proved to be that of the third child. ile 
added that the staircase acted like a chimney, 
conveying the flames from one window to 
another. The fire could be seen from the 
South Main street, as the brigade was coming 
towards it, and it was then so fierce that 
they thought it was a factory. 

People living on the opposite side of the 
street on seeing Mrs. Manley move away from 
the window thought that she escaped from 
the rear. 

This was the first time in three years, 
Captain Hutson said, that life had been lost 
in a Cork fire, the last occasion being the 
turning of an old woman in a house in Mary 
Street in the early hours of the morning. 

Fireman Harrington stated that the bodies 
were almost nude when recovered. Ap- 
parently all had been in bed when the fire 
started. They were dead before the brigade 
arrived, the alarm,apparently not having been 
given until the flames came through the 
window. 

Other members of the brigade stated that 
the place was like a raging furnace. It was 
an old house, and burnt like tinder. 

The wquest will be opened to-day.

A verdict of accidental death was returned 
at the inquest, held yesterday afternoon in 
St. Vincent's Hospital, Dublin, on Mr. Arthur 
Nuttall, of Bray, an amateur jockey, who died 
in the jnstitution on the previous night from 
injuries received when thrown from a horse 
which he was riding that alternoon in the 
Chaplenge Cup race at the Hillside Harriers’ 
Point-to-Point meeting at Baldonnell, Co. 
Dublin 

Evidence was given by Mr, Janies Daly, 
of Clonsilla. County Dublin, that he was 
viding a horse in the same race as the de- 
ceased man. He saw Mr. Nuttall, who was 
some vards in front of him, approach the 
fifth fence. His mount rose to the jump, 
and then seemed to turn a complete somer- 
sault, throwing Mir. Nutiell to the ground. 
It was a purely accidental occurrence. 

Medical evidence was given that at 5.15 
o'clock on the previous evening the deceased 
man was brought to the hospitei. He was 
then unconscious and he died at 9.45. Lheie 
were no external wounds or injuries, and 
death was due to compression of the brain, 
following the -injuries received. 


Mr. John Nuttall, a pe County Wicklow, . 


brother of the deceased man, gave evidence 
of identification, and said that his brother 
was aged 22, and unmarried. He saw him 
to the Baldonnell Rates, when his brother 
was then in his usual health, 

The jury, in returning a verdict as stated, 
expressed sympathy with the relatives of the 
deceased man. 

Mr. James Fagan, solicitor, represented 
Miss Una Lawler, the owner of the horse 
which Mr, Nuttall was riding, and Inspector 
O'Callaghan appeared for the authorities. 

Mr. ©. M. Grimes and members of the

pressed sympathy on behalf of the Hillside 
Harriers. 
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DROWNED HOBBLERS. 
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BOAT LAUNCHED TO REPLACE 
MOST SKIFF. 


‘lwelve months after the accident, a boat 
was launched at the Depdt slip in Kingstown 
Harbour yesterday, which has been provided 
to replace the skiff, of which it is almost an 
exact replica, which was run down on a 
blustery night in Dublin Bay, when three 
Kingstown hobblers lost their lives. 

Thomas Millar, an elderly fisherman and 
~wner of the skiff, with two young men, 
James Pluck and William Brennan, was at- 
tempting to throw a line aboard the ss. 
Hespeye, a Belgian steamer, — into 

y 


Dublin, when his boat, was run down that 
vessel. ‘The skiff was cut in half, and the 
three fishermen were never seen again. 

Sympathy with the bereaved families was 
aroused along the coast line, and a com- 
mittee was formed to provide means of pro- 
viding relief for the dependants of the 
drowned fishermen. The trustees of the fund 
were Archdeacon Murray, the Very Kev. 
William Canon Murphy, the Rev. Canon J. 
Pim, and the Rev. Canon Chamberlain. Mr, 
E. J: Mallins, Chairman of the Kingstown 
Urban Council, was president, and Couneillor 
E. C. Smyth acted as hon. secretary. 

Nearly £900 was subscribed by the public. 
The three bereaved families were immediately 
prevites for by the payment of £1 weekly 
rom the sum apportioned to each family, 
after careful consideration of their particular 
necessities. 

One of the decisions of the trustees and 
committee was to replace the boat of Thomas 
Millar by building a new skiff, to be handed 
over to his widow, in order to provide her 
and her sons with u means of livelihood. ‘he 
launch took place yesterday in the presence 
of the Hon. Secretary, Mr, Smyth, and a 
number of sympathisers. 

It is a fine fishing boat, suitable to the 
work .on this shore, 24 feet over all and of 
6-foot beam, with centre board and mast. It

BAD SHOEING A COMMON CAUSE 
IN DUBLIN. 


In the course of an address at a meeting 
of the North County Dublin branch of the 
Society for the Prevéntion of Cruelty to 
Animals, held in the Carnegie Hall, Malahide, 
yesterday, Miss Hillas, Hon. Secretary of the 
Dublin branch, said that there had been an 
enormous change in the way in which people 
had regarded the work of the Society of late 
years. They now realised that the practice of 
cruelty was a dangerous thing. That was 
the best state of mind to induce in people, 
and much could be done to encourage it. 

The work of the Society fell ‘into two 
divisions—-warning people and, if that failed, 
prosecuting. Lameness in horses had been 
found to be due in fifteen out of every twenty 
cases investigated in Dublin to bad shoeing, 
side hone or ring bone. The two lattér com- 
plaints were caused by trotting animals too 
quickly on a hard road. The horse’s hoof 
was too often pared to fit the shoe, instead of 
making the shoe to fit. Also it often happened 
that the frog, which was nature’s concussion 
pad, was removed. 

Miss Hillas was accorded a vote of thanks 
on the. proposal of Mrs. de Courey Millar, 
seconded by the Rev. J. Powell. 


The annual report stated that the work of | 


the Society was now firmly established in the 
area, and in the majority of cases brought 
under notice a warning had been sufficient to 
remove the cause of offence. 


UNIVERSITY COLLEGE LECTURE. 


Lecturing at University College, Dublin, 
last night on ‘‘ Christ’s Divine Conscious- 
ness,’ the Rev. Father Hannon, 8.J., dealt 
with Christ’s claim to divinity, and pointed 
out that it had been the fashion of ration- 
alistie writers for over a century, especially 
in Germany, to deny the divinity of Christ, 
and as a result to deny, also, that He ever 
had any divine consciousness. These ideas 
had spread a good deal in the world of to- 
day, and were making themselves felt in 
the Church of England, where some of the 
bishops had adopted these tenets. 

Father Hannon proceeded to establish that 
Christ had from the beginning of His life a 
perfect consciousness of His Messiahship, and 
also of His divinity; that He laid claim to 
have divinity in a perfectly explicit manner, 
and that the nobility of His character and 
the sublimity of His intellect, as well as the 
miracles that He had performed in testimony 
of His claims, proved the truth of His áilir- 
mation that He was truly God.

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Three bauk clerks were brought up in the 
Belfast Custody Court yesterday, charged 
with felsifieation of the bank’s books by 
omission and with embezzlement, and were 
returned for trial to the Belfast City Com- 
mission. 

The prisoners, who belonged the Falls 
Road Branch [Boltsst) of the National Bank, 
were Robert H. M‘Laughlin, Norfolk Drive 
jlen road), Belfast; Michael J. Whelan, 
\fidleton, Co. Cork, and Brendan H. Hoéy, 
Wexford. 

M‘Laugblin was charged with having on 
August 2th, 1926, wilfully omitted, ov con- 
eurred in omitting, from the books of the 
bank the receipt by him of £100, He was 
also charged with embezzling the £100. 

Whelan was similarly charged in. respect 
of a sum of £63 on November 1st, 1926, and 
Hoey in respect of a sum of £50 on Sep- 
tember órd, 1926. 

Mr. T. J. Campbell (instructed by Messrs. 
F. and L. Kennedy) prosecuted, and the 
accused were represented by Mr. J. H. Camp- 
bell (instructed by Mr. B. Campbell) and 
Mr. Marrinan (instructed by Mr. J. SBS. 
Osborne). 

CASE AGAINST M‘LAUGHLIN, 

M‘Laughlin’s case was taken first. 

Mr. T. J. Campbell explained that the 
charge of falsification of books was popularly 
suppoued to refer to writing, but falsification 
of books could also take place by omitting 
items from them. 

Detective Sergeant Fleming proved the 
arrest of M ‘Laughlin in Dublin. 

William A. Collins, inspector for the bank, 
said that he found that a sum of £100 
entered in a customer’s pass book bad not 
been entered in the bcoks of the bank by 
MéLaughtin, whose duty it was. M‘Laughlin 
had eight years’ service. The witness began 
his inspection at toe Falls Road branch, 
where prisoner was employed, on Ist Novem- 
ber, 1926.” M‘Laughlin was then absent on 
leave. He was wired for, and returned to 
the bank on the 12th November. The witness 
told him about certain lodgments which a 
customer had said he had made and for which 
be had not got credit, One was a sum of 
£125 which the customer had handed to 
M‘Laughlin as teller. and the accused ad- 
mitted that he had failed to enter the amount 
of £125, and said that he put the money 
into the cash under his control to make up a 
shortage created hy the handling of sums by 
him for Messrs. Whelan and Hoey, the other 
two accused. M‘Laughlin said also that 
Whelan had had the lodgment docket. The 
witness asked accused was there anything 
else. and he then admitted the £100. the 
subject of the charge, and also another item 
of £48. He said that he received those two 
amounts, and applied them similarly to the 
other amount. The bank made 40d the 
money to the customers. 

“A CLEAN BREAST." 

Aaswering Mr. J. H. Campbell, the witness 
said that Whelan was in charge of the branch 
at the time in the interval between one 
manager's departure and the arrival of his 
successor. ‘M‘Laughlin was second in com- 
mand. Whelan had about twelve vears’ 
service. On the occasion of his interview 
with M‘Laughlin, Whelan was in a nursing 
home and M‘Laughlin went to see him and 
brought back @ signed statement from 
Whelan. The witness also got a signed 
statement from Hoéy. Those statements bore 
out absolutely the statements made by 
M ‘Laughlin. The witness found nothing to 
contradict in M‘Laughlin’s statement. - 

Mr. Campbell—In fact, it was a clean 
breast of the whole thing? 

Witness—-Yes; I found nothing to connect 
him with anvthing else. i 

He added that McLaughlin was suspended 
on that day, and there was no harm in his 
returning to his home in County Kerry, Wit- 
ness heard he had been arrested in Amiens 
street Station, Dublin. 

The witness here put in a statement written 
by McLaughlin, in which he stated that for 
the last twelve months he had been in the 
habit of giving sums of money to Whelan and 
Hoey out of his cash, and that they had not 
repaid them, although he understood the 
money was to be repaid, and was lent for a 
short period only. Whelan told him that he 
expected to receive a large sum of monéy.

This closed the evidence. 

Mr. Camphell asked for bail. 

Mr. O'Donoghue, R.M., in refusing bail, 
said he did so having regard to the gravity 
of the offence and the fact that accused would 
get a speedy trial. The magistrates had to 
a ua the public, apart altogether from the 

ank, . 

Accused was returned for trial to the Com- 
mission in custody. 

WHELAN'S CASE. 

The next case taken was that of Whelan. 

Mr. Collins gave evidence. that accused was 
accountant in the Falls road branch. He 
found that the accused had omitted to put 
through the hooks £535 which he had received 
from a ‘customer.

At the date of the 
witness s inspection Whelan was acting as 
teller in McLaughlin’s absence. The witness 
produced a lodgment docket for the £65 
initialled by the accused. About the 8th 
November the accused went to hospital. The 
witness interviewed him, and, he admitted 
having got £63 and omitted to pass it through 
the bank. He also made a written statement 
in which he admitted getting £201 from 
McLaughlin, and stated that he had wired 
home to his father to send £3500, on receipt 
of which he would make good all deficiencies. 
The bank had made good the money to the 
customer. 

Mr. Marrinan—I do not cross-examine. | 
i ge there is no use asking for bail? 

Mr. O'Donoghue, R.M.. said that there was 
not. The accused would be sent for trial 
at the Commission in custody. 

THE CASE OF HOEY. 

The third prisoner, Hoey, was arrested by 
Sergeant Patrick McLaughlin, R.U.C., at 
Notting Hill Police Station, London. 

Mr. Collius gave evidence that he had found 
that Hoey had failed to enter a lodgment of 
£50. Hoey told him that he had destroyed 
the lodgment docket, but the witness had the 
customer's bank book showing the amount, 
and the books to show that it was not entered. 
The accused had no right to take the money 
in lodgment. 

Mr. O'Donoghue, R.M.—There was stupidity 
on the part of the customer. 

Mr. Collins—Even the manager of a bank 
has no right to receive money. 

The witness further deposed that in a 
written statement Hoey said that he had been 
getting various sums of money through Mr. 
Vhelan, the total of which was £70. At the 
same time, he knew that he was suppressing 
customers’ lodgments, and that the money he 
(accused) received from Whelan was portion 
of these lodgments. He himself suppressed 
a current lodgment for £9 18s. 6d. and a 
thrift lodgment for £50. He had also falsified 
another account to approximately the amount 
of £350. The accused further pointed out 
that McLaughlin, the teller, knew absolutely 
nothing atwut the suppressed lodgments. 

Answering Mr. Marrinan, the witness said 
that Hoey gave him very valuable assistance 
in detecting irregularities in the bank. 

The accused was also returned tor trial in 
custody,

Obviously it has been the practice in some 
districts to allow bulls to run with heifers 
intended for store yurposes, as well as with 
those intended for breeding, and it 1s most 
important, if the reputation of Irish store 
cattle is to be maintained, that this practice 
should at once be discontinued.

MINISTER’S STATEMENT IN DAIL.

In Dail Eireann yesterday there was an 
important debate on the defence of 
the Free State in the event of war. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson suggested that the 
Free State's. defence policy should be 
quite independent of that of Britain, 
and that if there was a unified policy 
it would expose the Free State to 
certain dangers 

O'Higgins said that owing — to 
geographical propinquity there always 
would be mutuality of interest and a 
certain strategic relationship between 
the two countries It would be for 
the Government of each country to 
decide as circumstances arose what 
action it would take in recognition of 
that mutuality of interest. 


MINISTRY’S POLICY.

©O-OPERATION IN DEFENCE. 
In Dail Eireann yesterday, Mr. E. Blythe, 


Minister for Finance, moved a resolution to 
authorise the payment of any expenses in- 
curred in carrying into effect the Defence 


Forces (Temporary Provision) Acts, 1923-26. 
Mr. T. Johnson said that it was well that 


they should have a statement from the Minis- 


try as to their defence policy. After con- 
siderable effort at different times, they had 


on the 8th February a statement from the 


two Ministers most nearly concerned with the 
roblem of defence. From the Minister for 

efence they had the statement that defence 
policy of the Government was to defend 
the Free State so far as humanly possible, 
having regard té their resources. On the 
same date the Minister for External] Affairs 
explained that there was bound up with the 
defence of the Free State the defence policy 
of “ these islands.” The Minister said—‘* lt 
is perfectly obvious that in the ‘event of a 
general attack on these islands our 
army must co-operate with the British 
Army. It is ptactically inconceivable that 
our Army should ever be opposed to the 
British Army.” It was very desirable, Mr. 
Johnson said, that the relations between the 
Irish Free State and the British Govern- 
ment should be of the most cordial character 

ssible—as cordial as the interests of Ire- 
and would allow them to be. He thought, 
however, that cordial co-operation did not, 
and should not, necessitate a unified defence 
policy or a unified foreign policy. He refused 
to believe that cordial co-operation amongst 
the British Commonwealth of Nations neces- 
sitated co-operation in military affairs or in 
external policy. 

CLEAR STATEMENT WANTED. 

He could not conceive of a position within 
any reasonable period of time which wouid 
require that Ireland should be prepared to 
resist an attack upon these islands, unless 
there was to be a united policy in regard to 
foreign affairs, and an acceptance by the 
Free State Government of some share of 
responsibility for British foreign policy, or 
the refusal by the non-British Powers to re- 
cognise the independence and sovereignty of 
this State. He did not believe that there 
would be such a refusal on the part of the 
non-British Powers, provided that the Go. 
vernment made its position quite clear, and 
insisted upon that position at all times. 

The statement of the Minister for External! 
Affairs opened up a very big question, and 


fmade it imperative that they should have a 


statement as to where they stood in the 
matter. It was undesirable that they should 
wait until something had been accomplished, 
and then be told that had been done. They 
had been told that a Conference had already 
been held, under the Articles of the Treaty, 
and adjourned for three months. He took it 


that a new Conference would be held within 


a month, and presumably some decision would 
Therefore, they ought to 


Mr. Johnston referred to the Report of the 
Imperial Conference, which explained that 
the age we Hie of defence and the methods by 
which defence arrangements by every part 
of the Empire could be most effectively co- 
ordinated had received much consideration. 
The Ministers who were present at that Con- 
ference would be able to give the House 
some indication of the position of Ireland in 
these matters. He wouid like to know, also, 
whether the forces of Australia, Canada, and 
the Irish Free State were to be taken as part 


1 of the forces to be counted as British for the 


purpose of comparing strength. It would be 
important to know whether the Free State 
had made any progress in the matter of 
co-ordination alluded to. 

The Minister, for Defence had assured 
them very definitely that they in the Saorstat 
had no responsibility for the action of any 
Government which was not Government 
of the Free State, and consequently that 
they could not be held in any degree re- 
sponsible for the consequences of such acts. 
He would like to know that that position 
would be maintained and would be advertised 
among other nations. That being so, what 
conceivable occasion for attack on this island 
could arise? He thought such a possibility 
nil, and that it was waste of energy and 
money to make preparations for a defence of 
this island against naval attack. 

BRIT. IN'S WARS. 

Great Britain never entered upon a de- 
fensive war, for al! her wars had been wars of 
attaik. If this country were not bound 
up with British foreign policy the chances 
of attack on this island would be so dim 
that it was a waste of money spending it upon 
means of defence against such sort of attack. 
To him it seemed to be a great mistake to 
conceive a possible attack on this island as 
the basis of their defence policy. 

They ought to know where they stood with 
regard to the use of the shores of Ireland in 
regard to British naval warfare. He also 
desired to see the most cordial co-operation in 
civil matters and in things cultural between 
the British nations and the Saorstat. The 
xreatest danger to the good feeling that 
existed lay in the clause of the Treaty bind- 
ing this State to give Great Britain in time 
of war or mhani relations with a foreign 
power such harboúr and other facilities as 
the British Government might require. In 
that clause lay the chance of a rupture of 
the friendly relations between Great Britain 
and the Irish Free State. 

There was a great danger to this country 
if we regarded ourselves as part of the de- 
fence forces of the British Isles, for Ireland 
would then be involved in any attack by gas 
bombs from the air. He ho that the 


Minister for Defence would tell the House | 


that the Minister for External Affairs had 
not stated the position accurately in his re- 
cent statement to the Dail. 

WRONG INTERPRETATION, 

Mr. Hughes said that he would do no such 
thing, for the deputy was twisting the words 
of the Minister for External Affairs into 
an interpretation that was not intended. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that Deputy Johnson 
left out the word “general,” which was an 
important word jn the statement referred to. 
Fe (the Minister) had said that an attack on 
‘4is country by Great Britain or by a foreign 
power was inconceivable, but a general attack 
on Great Britain and on this country would 
imply a certein amount of co-operation be- 
tween the defence forces of both. 

Mr. Johnson said that he now understood 
from both Ministers that the defence policy 
of the Government was to associate the De- 
partment of Defence here with that of Great 
Britain, To avoid all the risks involved the 
Government should press for an early élimina- 
tion of that part of the Treaty which vives 
another Government: nower to use the har-

DEFENCE OF FREEDOM. 


WHY AN ARMY IS MAINTAINED. 

Mr. Fitzgerald (Minister for External 
Affairs) said that he believed that they 
should maintain an adequate army. . They 
had struggled for a long time to get a mea- 
sure of freedom; and they must be prepared 
to make it perfectly clear thet they had no 
intention of parting with that freedom cr 
any portion of it, except at a great cost to 
the attempt to get it. Mr. 

nson seemed to think that any country 
which had no intention of making an attack 
its forces. 
On the contrary. most Governments justified 


-their large armed forces by the ple, that 


they had no aggressive intentions. 

r. Johnson was very anxious to assure the 
werld' that they were neutral, but his state- 
ment Was a very eloquent appeal for a greater 
Army and Navy and a larger Air Force for 
this country. e did not think that there 
would be any great war, at least in the life- 
time of the present Parliament— (laughter) — 
or, possibly, the next. A country that was 
going to attack England would consider the 
question of the Free State's neutrality from 
the point of view of whether it. would be 
more advantageous to use Ireland as a field of 
operations than not to use it. Deputy John- 
son seemed vo think that if we declared our- 
selves neutral they would leave us alone. Fle 
dia not think thal war was governed by 
ethics. 

A, foreign country would look more to the 
fact that they. would have to face a fairly 
substantial resistance than to a declaration of 
neutrality. He thought that the likeliest 
form of attack on the Saorstat. would be in 
the case of a general attack on these islands. 
He could not see a situation in which there 
would be bitter relations between Ireland 
and another country without there bein 
similar relations between that country an 
Great Britain. Geographically Ireland was 
situated very close to Great Britain, and one 
thing they should take into account was the 
aim of another country attacking Great Bri- 
tain to attack Ireiand with a view to putting 
itself in a better position to attack Great 
Britain. They should defend themselves 
against any attack on their freedom. 

NOT UNKNOWN, 

The consideration of defence policies 
between countries closely related either gev- 
graphically or by other means was not un- 
heard of. When he said '' a general attack 
on these islands ' he meant an attack on this 
island and on the island of Great Britain. 
He thought that more likely than an attack 
only on this island. In the case of an attack 
only on Great Britain the Executive Council 
would have to come hefore the Dail for its 
consent as to what policy shculd be adopted. 

They were asked if they could defend Ire- 
land against attack. The answer to that was 
relative. The only country that could answer 


‘at absolutely was the most powerful country 
in the world; but it was a question of making 


the resistance to attack so strong that it 
would pot pay the aggressor to attack. If 
they had even 12,000 soldiers it would be less 
worth the while of an aggressor to attack 
than if they had no sojdiers. Deputy John- 
son had referred to the fact that the British 
had certain rights in the Free State, and 
that steps should be taken to have them 
withdrawn. That could best be done by 
showing that the Free State was in a posi- 
tion to defend itself. 

Mr. 0. G. Esmonde said that he would like 
to know if the Minister for Defence, or his 
Department, had prepared plans to put before 
the British Empire Defence Conference, or 
whether the British military authorities had 
sent to him any draft proposals as part of 
the agenda of the conference. 

Dealing with the British rights under 
Article 7 of the Treaty, he said that it pro- 
vided that in the event of war other facilities 
should be provided, as the British Govern- 
ment might require. If they were to parti- 
cipate in a defence of these islands in the 
case of a general attack, surely they had a 
right to know what facilities the English 
would require, and what part of the defence 
would be left to them. As things stood, the 
English could garrison every town and 
village in. the Free State in the event of 
strained relations even with an Asiatic Power, 
and legally he did not see how they cvuld 
object. He thought thet the Executive 
Council should obtain a clear declaration 
from the British as to the meaning which 
they attached to Article 7 of the Treaty, and, 
if they refused, it would be necessary to 
consider the questian of appeal to the Inter- 
national Council for a ruling on the matter. 

Mr. Johnson—The Ministry have withdrawn 


that claim. They have given up the right to 


do that. 
“ ABSOLUTE SOVEREIGNTY.’’ 

Mr. R. Muleahy said that the principal 
point arising out of the debate was the 
absolute necessity of safeguarding in every 
possible way the absolute sovereignty of this 
State from the point of view of defence as 
well as from every other point of view. They 
had a right to declare what they wanted, and 
to realise the spirit in which they made any 
agreement with Great Britain, and the spirit 
in which progtess had since been made in the 
relations between the different nations that 
went to form the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. 

They would prejudice the national develop- 
ment, socially and politically, if they agreed 
vr allowed themselves to be drawn into the 
DE of agreeing that the geographical re- 
ations they had with Britain was going to 
cut across the track of their national out- 
look in any way. They had no more right 
to send portion of their defence forces to 
Britain to defend Irish interests than Britain 
had to send any of its defence forces to the 
Free State against their will to defend 
British interests in the Free State. 

They had not yet got to the stage of de- 
velopment in the spirit of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations that they could 
safely assume that Britain was defending any 
other interests than the interests of Britain. 
They had no notion of appealing to any 
country to give them their assistance in de- 
fending their country. Their position in de- 
fence: was complicated by the north-eastern 
position, and would be complicated so long 
as that position existed. They should not 
allow themselves in any matter of de- 
fence to slip into the position of speaking of 
‘‘ these islands.” They should crystallise in 
their minds the fact that they were a State. 
Britain could not injure their interests at any 
particular time without injuring her own. 

There did seem to be a want of care in the 
general steps taken by the Executive Council 
to define their defence position, and 1t was 
experienced in Washington and Geneva, where 
it was assumed that they were part of Great 
Britain for purposes of defence. 


SUPPOSED DANGER. 

They could look very calmly towards the 
future if they settled rigidly in their own 
minds their national attitude with regard to 
the Free State and to Britain, in case Britain 
was involved in war. Until they removed the 
idea that they were part of Great Britain for 
purposes of defence, they were going to leave 
themselves in danger of war from outside. 
Their defence policy ought to be based on 
their foreign relations; and he would like to 
base it on their own social policy here, so 
that their defence scheme would be much 
more related to the condition of affairs here 
that they wanted to defend than related to 
any hypothetical enemy from outside that 
they might want to meet. 

Mr. P. Hogan (Clare) said that it would 
seem that: an Army. instead of being a national 


asset, would become a national menace: that’

very much in the interests of Great Britain 
that the Free State would receive assurazices 
that, in the event of a war between Great 
Britain and any other country, the fight of

se hought that the deputy was right, and 
ea 


d that such a state of affairs ber 
be advantagedus to Great Britain if she could 
dismiss from her political, military and naval 
mind any apprehensions with regard to the 
invasion and occupation of Ireland as a jump- 
ing off ground against Britain herself. The 
only question was whether she could im- 
plicitly rely upon the assurances of the 
observance of neutrality. 

Wars, however, were not. conducted by a 
two-foot, rule, which Deputy Johnson seemed 
to apply. Nations, despite the League of 
Nations and other factors striving for world 
eace, stood very much in a condition of 
atent savagery, and occasionally that broke 
forth in war. Deputy Johnson's frame of 
mind seemed to be—‘‘I am safe on this 
flank because A.B. always said that I would 
be safe on.this fiank.’’ 1f the Irish Free 
State was going round the world canvassing 
assurances from other States that, in the 
event of war -bétween Great Britain ‘and 
those. States, Great Britain’ would not be 
menaced through the Free State,- such 
assurances might be given. If they ae 
given, could they be implicitly accepted by 
the Free State and Great Britain? i 


UNFORTUNATE, BUT TRUE. 

It was unfortunate, but true, that the Free 
State Government was not in a position to 
say that they had responsibility’ for the 
defence of Ireland in its entirety. It was 
surely a factor in the situation that portion 
of Ireland remained within the political 
system of Great Britain, Of all matters, that 
was one that clamoured for realism. He was 
fully at one with the deputy in his attempt 
to get definite conclusions upon it, But let 
the deputy keep his eye on the stark:,facts 
of the sjtuatiun. Geography was one; 
strategic “relation. was another, and the 
question of whether countries kept their 
assurances of the poe’ was another. . 

rie was not spéaking against the neutrality 
of the Free State in the event of war—it 
was a consummation deyoutly to be wished 
for; but the question did not tarn only on 
what they were going to do, because there 
was the other factor of what other people 
would do. 

America at war with Great Britain! 
Would sentiment stand in the way of her 
taking advantage of the strategic position? 
France at war with Great. Britain! What 
was she going to do? : 

We lay close alongside a great Power which 
conceivably might find itself in conflict with 
another great Fower. If Great Britain found 
herself challenged through the Irish Free 
State, would she wait until attacked on her 
own shores?) Would she look on while the 
Irish Free State was, in fact, invaded by an 
active foe? Nobody would believe that. He 
for one did not believe it. For better .or 
worse there “was that geographical pro- 
pinquity, and from that propinquity there 
arose a certain strategic relationship, a cer- 
tain . interdependence between the two 
countries, a certain interdependence of in- 
terests. There was interdependence for de- 
fence, ' 

For naval defence 
countries are essentially a strategic unit. 
There was interdependence for trade. If the 
trade route between the two countries -was 
severed or menaced both would be injuriously 
affected. 

HARD THINKING NEEDED, 

There was need for hard thinking and clear 
thinking on the whole question, It was a 
complicated question, but one. would not 
arrive at just conclusions by ignoring any 
of its aspects. The two countries were not 
in watertight conrpartments, so that the fate 
of one was of no concern to the other, When 
a particular emergency bade fair to lead to a 
class: war in the neighbouring country the 
leader of the Opposition in the Dail was not 
siow to send a telegram: ‘‘ What can we do 
to help you” He did not then take the 
view that the affairs in one country were no 
concern of the other. 

“Tnterdependence, a certain interdepen- 
dence, there is and always will be. From 
that interdependence there arises a mutuality 
of interest, and it will be for the Government 
of each country, according to the circum- 
stances, to decide at all times to what extent 
that mutuality of interest exists, and to what 
extent it is called wron to take action in. re: 
cognition of that mutuality.”’ 


‘MOST LAMENTABLE,” 

Professor Magennis said that he regarded 
the two speeches they had just listened to, 
from the point of view of the national in- 
terests, as the most lamentable declarations 
that he had yet heard. The whole 
spirit of the Imperial Conference had 
been brought into that House—mutuality 
of interest, interdependence, what” is 
and what must be! Those were the 
sentiments of Irish Ministers speaking with 
regard to the vital relations between this 
State and the neighbouring country. How 
cynical it was to talk about geographical 
propinguity, as if this country had not for 
centuries been only too painfully aware of it 
and what it cost. The Minister for External 
Affairs declared that it was inconceivable 
that we should ever be arrayed against the 
English Army. That. coupled with the speech 
of the Minister for Justice, was a declaration 
to every Government in Europe that we were 
resolved that in every international compli- 
cation the Irish Free State would be on the 
sice of Great Britain. The two speeches 
could mean nothing else than that. 

The Minister for Justice calmly assumed 
that, in the event of Great Britain being at 


purposes. the two 


war with the United States of America, this’ 


country was bound to be an ally of Great 
Britain. What right had he or any member 
of the Executive Council to deliver before- 
hand an undertaking like that on a matter 
of life and death concern to the whole 
nation? Now the country understood the 
concessions that had been made; now the 
surrender was accounted for. The Minister 
for Externa]. Affairs said that in the Treaty 
Great Britain reserved her right to use the 
Irish ports in case of war. bat right had 
England to reserve’? The plain fact for the 
Irish people to ote was that if England 
should go to war she would use this country 
as an instrument in her war, whether this 
country liked it or not. That was the great 
co-equality brought back from London and 
t:.> Imperial Conference. 

Did the Minister believe in the League of 
Nations, or was it all a humbug and a pre- 
tence that little nations could appeal to the 
tribunal of the League, which would see that 
the equity of justice would prevail? He 
protested against a second meeting of the 
imperial Conference being held in: that 


chamber. 
** IMPERIALISM.” 

Mr. Baxter said that no declaration had 
ever been made by any member of the 
Executive Counci) so strong in its imperial- 
ism as the two statements made that even- 
ing, particularly that of the Minister. for 
Justice. Ministers: had come to the House 
with the declaration that it must be the 
outlook that attacks on Great Britain in the 
future were to be made through this country, 
and that we must be prepared to fight. That 
was the vutlook to be handed down to the 
children of the Free State. 

The policy of responsible Ministers on 
external affairs should be to develop relations 
with other peoples which would render an 
attack on this country impossible. There 
could be no greater danger for the Free State 


than to be too closely associated with Great 


Britain militarily. Foreign nations, recognis- 
ing the force that Ireland could exercise 
through the many millions of her race in 
other countries; would be slow to involve 
this countr 
attacking England. — 
would not necessarily mean that the Free 
State would be attacked.» '

attacked there was no attack. on Ireland, and 
her citizens were nised as neutrala.

THE LIFE AND WORKS 
OF BEETHOVEN. 


LECTURE BY DR. STARKGIE. 

Dr. Walter Starkie, F.,'T.C.D., delivered a 
lecture last night at Botanic House, Lans- 
downe road, on the life and works of bee. 
thoven, whose centenary occurs next month 
The lecturer cealt with the great composer's 
life in Vienna in the first fifteen years of 
the nineteenth century, and the conditions of 
musical art. All through his life there was 
@ fierce struggle between the titanic tempera- 
ment of Beethoven and his environment. One 
of his maxims was that liberty and progress 
are as great conditions in the empire of art 
as in the universe. Yet, though Beethoven 
was the great apostle of freedom, he always 
strove to preserve his inspiration within the 
limits of classical traditions of music. ‘Lhe 
form in which his music was written was 
always more or Jess the sonata form, which 
was the union between the tradition of Ger- 
many and Italy. 


CAPACITY FOR WORK. 

Beethoven's every-day life was described, 
and his enormous capacity for work. Sketch 
books bearing on this were shown. His 
struggles with the difficulties arising out of 
his deafness, which resulted in his hela of 
a most impatient disposition; his experiences 
in lodgings and encounters with servant; 
were touched on; also his love affairs, and 
various theories as to the letters to “ the 
w”l]-beloved.’”’ 

An account was given of Beethoven's 
triumph in Vienna, and of the scene that 
took place at the concert there in 1814, 
before an audience of kings and statesmen, 
who had met together to attend the Vienna 
Congress. His decline began after these 
years; he became more and more morose, 
withdrawing from the public and communing 
with himself. 


APPASSIONATA SONATA. 

Dr. Starkie illustrated his. remarks on 
Beethoven's compositions by playing various 
sonatas, and he showed the importance of the 
Appassionata Sonata in the development of 
Beethoven, and the expression of storm and 
stress shown in this work, which the com- 
poser had said he was inspired to write by 
reading Shakespeare's ‘‘ ‘l'empest.”’ The 
Concerto in © Minor, and other works. char- 
acteristic of Beethoven's middle period,. were 
alse given

Neutrality and Nonsense. 


The debate on problems of Free State 
defence in Dáil Eireann. yesterday was 
saved from sheer futility by the common- 
sense of Mr. Keévin O’Higgins. The 
matter was raised by Mr. Thomas John- 
son, who seems to have been dissatisfied 
with the recent statements by Messrs. 
Hughes and Fitzgerald concerning the re- 
lations of the Free State’s defence forces 
with those of Great Britain. It is difh- 
cult to know precisely what Mr. Johnson 
wants. He has a sublime disregard for 
realities, and appears to have fashioned 
out of the twenty-six counties of the Irish 
Free State a kind of cloud-cuckoo land 
which has no fixed position in space or 
time. He condescends, indeed, to say that 
the relations between the Free State and 
Great Britain ought to be as cordial as may 
be; but their degree of cordiality must be 
governed solely by Irish interests. For 
the rest, the Free State ought to hold 
itself completely aloof from British policy. 
If certain clauses of the Anglo-Irish Treaty 
impose inconvenient. obligations, such as 
the provision of certain facilities for 
Britain’s forces in time, of war, these 
clauses must be eliminated. The Free 
State Government ought to inform the 
nations of the world that it really has 
nothing to do with British policy. In 
this way it would secure complete immunity 
from attack in the event of a war between 
Britain and some foreign enemy; and 
Mr. Johnson would be happy. As 
Britain invariably wages offensive wars— 
we wonder if the Irish trade unionists who 
fought in France will agree with him— 
none of: her future campaigns is “likely 
to be defensive ; and unless the Free State 
involves itself deliberately 
foreign policy, it will not run the slightest 
danger of attack. 

More foolish argument never has been 
heard in a deliberative assembly ; yet Mr. 
Johnson’s theories were supported by 
Deputies Magennis, Baxter and Mulcahy. 
Mr. Kevin O’Higgins brought these 
idealogues back to earth with salutary 
bluntness. War, he said, was not con- 
ducted with a foot-rule; it brought out 
the latent savagery of mations. If the 
Free State to-morrow sheuld secure 
promises of immunity from attack from 
every nation in the world, those promises 
would be worthless in the event of an 
attack on Great Britain. Furthermore, 
so long as North-East Ulster continued to 
be an integral part of the British system, 
absolute sovereignty, so far as defence is 
concerned, must remain a myth. This fact, 
declared Mr. O'Higgins, “clamoured for 
realism.’’ If the United States of America 
or France should become involved in a 
war with Britain, would they refrain from 
using Ireland as a spring-board for their 
attacks merely “for old time’s sake?” 
Would they allow Mr. Thomas Johnson’s 
academic neutrality to interfere with the 
plans of their general staffs? These are 
practical considerations, to which there 
can be only one answer. The Free State 
and the rest of the British Isles cannot 
be+placed in water-tight compartments. 
As Mr. O'Higgins pointed out, for naval 
purposes they are essentially a strategic 
unit. Their geographical propinquity 
involves not only strategic, but economic, 
interdependence; and, if a war should 
break out, the “ neutrality”’ of the Free 
State would not be worth half-day’s 
purchase, 

The Irish Free State is a Dominion of 
the British Crown. Its. position was 
defined by agreement at the Imperial 
Conference last November; and the sug- 
gestion that its defence forces are as 
distinct from those of Britain as, say, the 
defence forces of Holland or Rumania is as 
ridiculous as it is stupid. In theory, of 
course, the machinery of the British Empire 
enables the Free State to stand aside from 
Britain’s military and naval commit- 
ments; but, in ~»ractice, that privilege 
would not survive a week. Canada and 
Australia are in precisely the same case. 
If there should be a war between Britain 
and the United States, what would happen

If 
ever Britain goes to war again, Ireland, 
willy-nilly, will be involved in the fight: 
This fact would remain whatever our 
country’s constitutional status might _be. 
If Ireland were an independent republic 
to-morrow, the strategic. position would 
not change materially. “In the circum- 
stances it is not only desirable, but essen- 
tial, that the military atithorities of the 
Free State shall acquaint themselves 
thoroughly with Britain’s plans of defence. 
Mr. Johnson’s pretence of disinterested- 
ness in Britain’s policy is both childish 
and dangerous, 


An Industria] Revival. 


The conduct of British industry may be 
open to much criticism, and its captains 
may have much to learn from their more 
scientific competitors in Germany and 
their more versatile competitors in the 
United States. Nevertheless, it is distin- 
guished above the industry. of all other 
countries by three qualities—the sound- 
ness of its output, its calm courage under 
adversity, and its stubborn faith in its own 
fortunes. To-day, for instance, the heads 
of Britain’s great railway companies are 
“ bloody, but unbowed.” The gravest crisis 
in their history failed to frighten them. 
During the past year the London, Midland 
and Scottish Company, though its receipts 
fell by more. than. £12,000,000, spent 
£6,000,000 on an extensive programme of 
renewals and improvements. 
fully conserved resources have enabled 
all the companies to weather the storm, 
and now they have given conspicuous proof 
of their faith in the coming of better 
times. Since last December the three rail- 
way unions have been pressing the com- 
panies for a restoration of the guaranteed 
week of work and wages in the traffic and 
clerical grades. The guaranteed week was 
suspended in last May, after the general 
strike, as the only means by which a 
wholesale dismissal of men could be 
averted. On Wednesday, as the result of 
long negotiations, an agreement was 
reached between the companies and the 
unions. The guaranteed week will be re- 
stored—not wno ictu, as the unions had 
insisted until a few days ago, but. by in- 
stalments. A four days’ week (instead of 
the present three days) will be guaranteed 
as from next Monday, and a five days’ 
week as from the 14th March; and on the 
llth April the full guaranteed week will 
be restored. While the men’s leaders re- 
gard the new agreement as “a very good 
stroke of business,” the companies hope 
that under the instalment system few, if 
dismissals will become necessary. 
Railway shareholders and the public will 
draw two cheerful deductions from the 
agreement. One is that the railway 
workers are in a sensible and conciliatory 
mood as a result of the stern lessons of 
the general strike. The other is that, in 
the companies’ view, the period of reduced 
traffic is nearing its end, since only a 
definite prospect of increased activity and 
larger receipts could justify the early re- 
storation of the guaranteed week. The 
companies’ hopes are based on cheaper

from the mines, and on the improving 
outlook in industrial conditions through- 
out the country. Already Great. Britain is 
beginning to recover lost ground in her old 
markets, where in some cases the very 
stoppage of her exports was an advertise- 
ment for their excellence ; and there is sub- 
stantial promise of new and rich markets 
in the Dominions of the Empire. If Capital 
will seize its opportunity and if Labour 
will abstain from premature-demands, the 
‘present year may open a bright chapter 
in the history of British industry. We 
note, however, that the engineering unjons 
have decided to claim an all-round 
increase of wages in view of the improv- 
ing outlook. The claim seems to be pre- 
mature at a time when, for this industry, 
the percentage of unemployment exceeds 
twenty per cent. in the North-Eastern 
area of England and in Wales, Scotland 
and Northern Ireland. 
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Beet-Sugar in England. - 
This year's successful work of the beet- 


sugar factory in Carlow invests with par- 
ticular interest the report on the year’s 
production of sugar in England, made 
yesterday in London. . To the British 
Sugar-Beet Society English farmers owe 
the establishment of the industry amid 
their fields. They have taken up the 
cultivation of sugar-beet with enthusiasm, 
and the thoroughness of their methods 
may be judged by the achievement of a 
Suffolk farmer, who received the Mason 
Challenge Cup yesterday. The winner’s 
beet amounted to 16.17 tons per acre, 
with ‘a sugar content of 19.10 per cent. 
Presiding at the Society’s annual meeting 
in London, Mr: G. H. Roberts said that 
two new factories would be opened in 
Kast Anglia during 1927, and the in- 
dustry was well on the way towards the 
aim of a hundred factories. Last year 
125,000 acres of sugar-beet were grown, 
and 150,000 tons of sugar were produced. 
This supplied, roughly, five weeks of 
Britain’s sugar consumption, and it was 
hoped ultimately to supply half of the 
year’s demand. The British factories, 
like the single factory of the Irish Free 
State, depend at present on a subsidy. 
It is intended to reduce, and ultimately 
to abolish, the subsidy ; but Mr. Roberts 
was right when he said that money spent 
in the support of an industry so valu- 
able to the nation was better spent than 
money paid unproductively in: doles. 
Colonel Walter Guinness, Minister of 
Agriculture, encouraged the sugar pro- 


Government with their endeavour. Wages, 
he said, were higher in Britain than in 
Continental lands where beet-sugar is 
manufactured, but Canada has made a 
success of the industry while paying 
wages even higher. ‘The economic work- 
ing of the fields and factories depends on 
provident use of by-products. Thus far, 
Colonel Guinness said, insufficient service 
was made of the refuse. Rapid return to 
the land, for use either as manure or 


feeding stuffs, renders the greater part of 


the refuse profitable. When carefully 
managed; beet-sugar production lays only 


the lightest tax upon the soil.

Anatolia “ slew three of Pompey's armies’ 
by putting dishes of poisoned honey along 
the mountain paths, and Xenophon de- 
scribes the discomfort 
Greek troops after they had tasted 
“Pontic honey.” Other. references to 
poisonous honey are numerous in 
classical literature. Pliny, curiously 
anticipating the opinions of modern 
science, declared that it came from 
the rhododendron. The Berlin Corre- 
spondent of the Manchester Guardian 
reports that two German entomologists, 
Herren Krause and Bischoff, have identi- 
fied that Anatolian honey and have 
explained the phenomena attributed to 
it in ancient letters. Travelling in 
Asia Minor, the men of science 
found mountain slopes, reaching to 
the very brink of the Black Sea, 
on which there grow thickly in the 
undergrowth the yellow Alpine rose, or 
Rhododendron flavum, and the violet 
Rhododendron ponticum. When in bloom 
these plants give out a strong perfume, 
which Herr Krause describes as possessing 
a stupefying effect, like some narcotic. The 
flowers are avoided by cattle all the year 
round; for even the green parts are not 
free from the sickening odour. It is 
argued, therefore, that “ Pontic honey ” is 
simply honey which bees have made from 
these flowers. Its existence in modern 
times is proved by Turkish accounts of 
“mad honey ’—a honey which produces 
intoxication, dizziness and even complete 
unconsciousness. The flowers studied by 
the German explorers are found to flourish 
in exactly the areas in which the poisonous 
honey in classical literature is located.

WOMEN JURORS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TILE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Mr. O’ Higgins, on the second read- 
ing of the Juries Bill, tried to justify the 
abolition of the woman juror on the grounds 
that during twelve months, out of thousands 
of jurors, loth than fifty were women. What 
are the facts? By the Act of 1924 every 
woman might procure exemption merely by 
application. t was hoped, without doubt, 
that the great percentage of women would 
do so, and thus settle a vexed question. 
Women would thus have wiped themselves 
off the jury lists. Such was not the case; 
but there was still another method. The 
State has unlimited right of challenge. This 
was exercised against women, who, sum- 
moned to jury service, were often kept 
days—in some cases actually weeks—coming 
to Court, to be finally challenged and told to 
‘‘stand by.’ When the Minister was asked 
for those challenge figures, they were con- 
veniently “not available.” The Minister 
had a gibe at the ‘self-appointed spokes- 
women’ who resented his unconstitutional 
proposal. May one ask who gave nm a 
mandate on the subject? Why drag in this 
‘* fancy legislation’ in a dying Parliamen: 
and rush it through? It is to be noted 
that, with the exception of the Minister, all 
the deputies who spoke were. against the 
proposal, and carried off the honours of the 
debate.

quote briefly from the recorded opinions of 
judges from three States in America on the 
value of the woman juror in the administra- 
tion of justice? Judge Wilburt Hurlburt, 
Wisconsin, says :—' Women have rendered 
excellent service as jurors. They are quick, 
alert, conscientious and painstaking in their 
work. Their presence in court and in the 
jury room seems to have a most wholesome 
and uplifting effect.” . 

Florence E. Allen, formerly Justice of the 
Supreme Court, Ohio; says :—'' For my part, 
I believe that the participation of women in 
the courts, not only as attorneys, prosecutors 
and judges, but as jurors, has immeasurably 
raised the tone of the administration of jus- 
tice. This is particularly marked in the 
Criminal Court. . . . ” . 

Judge John FE. Walsh, Philadelphia, 
says :—‘‘In summing up, I would say that 
women are very, very capable and entirely 
satisfactory jurors, both in the criminal and 
civil branc res, and I have found them less in- 
clined to give way to impulses and emotions 
than many of our jurors.”’

BOYS AND FARM WORK. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—1 am rather surprised that the in- 
teresting article which appeared under the 
above head in your issue of the 27th ult. 
has not called forth some further comment. 

The scheme, as outlined for the training 
of boys for farm-work, appears to be very 
elaborate, and their studies will include a 
wide range of subjects. There is, to my 
mind, however, one important aspect of the 
question which appears to have escaped 
attention, although its consideration is ap- 
parently vital to the success of the scheme. 
I refer to the precarious nature of the em- 
ployment which agriculture offers. 

Only an exceedingly small proportion of 
farm-workers can hope for continuous em- 
ployment. The vast majority can obtain only 
a few weeks’ employment in the spring-time 
and a further few weeks at harvest. Con- 
sequently, it does. not seem reasonable to 
expect any intelligent man to induce his sons 
to qualify for an occupation which offers

AIR MINISTER’S FLIGHT.

12,000 MILES WITHOUT A 
HITCH. 

Sir Samuel und Lady Maud. Hoare arrived 
at Victoria Station, London, last night, and, 
in a. short description of his flight to India, 
the Air Minister said that they had carried 
out their twelve thousand miles flight abso- 
lutely up to time, and without needing a 
single spare part or repair, either to the 
machine or the engine. It was a remarkable 
tribute to British enterprise and efficiency. 
They never had a foxebd landing. - Writing 
and reading were certainly easier in an aero- 
plane than in a ship or a Pullman. 

His wife held the record of being the first 
woman to fly to India. It had been a wonder- 
ful triumph for the Imperial Airways Com- 
pany and a good augury for their commg 
regular service, which woul' be tmporrtant 
for England, India, and Egypt. Great credit 
was due to Captains Barnard and Dodd, the 
pilots, and Captain Johnson, the navigator. 
They had encountered snow, rain, -dust- 
storms, an earthquake, and heavy winds, and 
the machine had proved its high capacity 
for future Empire work. 

“ We flew at every height from a hundred 
feet to nine thousand,” said Lady Maud 
Hoare, ‘‘and thus created a good many 
problems as to how one should dress.” Her 
solution, she confessed, was to: dress in 
‘layers,’ with a leather coat over warm 
clothes, and a fur coat over all. 

Speaking of the varied scenery, she said: 
“ We did some ‘ smell seeing,’ as well, when 
we cros -d the Anglo-Persian oil field.”’

Coal Prices 


The London coal merchants issued this 
morning a long explanation of the high 
prices charged for coal, but it does not 
meet with general acceptance.

Thorne, M.P., is to ask the Mines Depart 
ment on Monday whether, where there has 
heen delay by the railways, the coal 
merchants should be compensated by the 
companies ; and also will ask for informe 
tion as to the difference in retail price: 
in one part of London and another, It 
seems that the case is really one for 
Government inquiry ; for, if the merchants, 
as asserted, are trying to recoup them- 
selves in an intensive manner for tly 
losses which the coal dispute caused them, 
it is putting too much on the consumer 
The railway’ companies indignantly deny 
the charge that there is delay in transit, 
the fact being that coal is coming to 
London faster than it is cleared. In th 
meantime the consumer is being charged 
very heavily for his fuel. 


Increased Output. 


Official coal statistics show . that the 
output for.the week ended February 5t) 
was 5.267.200 tons, an increase of 42,100 
tons compared with the previous week 
The number of wage-carners also shows an 
increase, the total number during the weck 
being 1,000.600, compared with 999,100 for 
the previous week. There are still mam 
miners uneinployed, but work as hein 
mcreasing number. Since 
the resumption after the stoppage thi 
persons employed haye shown an increase 
week by week from 730,100 to the present 
number, which exceeds a million. and a 
feature of the statistics is that they show 
about the same proportionate increase in 
all districts, except that the Durham coa 
fields show rather more progress than the 
other areas 


The Bank Rate. 


Expectations in the City of London that 
there would be a reduction in the Ban! 
rate to-day were disappointed, and, as 
matter of fact, there is little prospect 
a downward movement in the immediat 
future. Unexpected gold demands fr 
the United States and the ability of th 
country to buy gold in London with 
“xchange well above the norma! 
export point have put an end to the 
Bank’s .chances of strengthening its co!

The damage in the Los Angeles area 
alone is estimated to exceed 1,000,000 
dollars (£200,000). 

The high wind wrecked 45 oil derricks, 
and caused damage estimated at £30,000. 

San Diego and several seaside resorts 
were for a time isolated, as all ragd and 
railway bridges were washed away.

The gauge yesterday recorded a fall of 
6.65 inches of rain for the preceding 24

GERMAN MOTOR CAR 
DEVICE. 


Frou Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Thursday. 

A simple. device which has been 
patented by a Berlin engineer, it is 
claimed, will reduce motor car consump- 
tion of petrol by 60 per cent. The device 
is attached to the air pipe. By its 
passage through certain chemicals all 
nitrogen 4s extracted from the air, so 
that only pure oxygen enters into the 
carburetter, thus greatly intensifying the 
force of. the explosion. 

Recent tests made with a big motor car 
showed that it could be driven for 62 
miles on 134 litres of petro] with the new 
device, against 28 litres of petrol without 
the device. A heavy lorry which usually 
necessitates 80 litres for the same distarice 
was driven yesterday on 30 litres, and at 
a higher speed. 

The engineer claims that the chemicals 
only require renewal after 12,500 miles 
have been covered, and the renewal can be 
accomplished in a couple of minutes.

LLOYD GEORGE’S 
TALK TO U.S.A,

“IT IS MIRACULOUS,”

“It is miraculous; what a wonderful 
help a trans-Atlantic telephone would have 
been to us during the war! It would have 
made all the difference in the world if 
President Wilson and I could have con- 
sulted one another by telephone between 
London and Washington.”

During the conversation Mr. Lloyd 
George made reference to Anglo-American 
friendship, the position in “hina, and also 
mentioned a desire which he has to visit 
Russia as soon as his political engage 
ments allow. 

The conversation was carried on without 
the slightest difficulty at either end. 

“Indeed,” Mr. Lloyd George said, “I 
heard much more distinctly than with 
some calls I have had from London, and 
infinitely clearer than when I speak to 
my home at Criccieth, only two hundred 
and fifty miles away...” 

Mr. Ray, who met Mr. Lloyd George at 
St. Louis in October, 1923, had previously 
sent word of his intention to ring up at 
five o'clock this afternoon. _A minute or 
so before the hour the local exchange gave 
notice that “ America is calling,” and Mr. 
Lloyd George went to the telephone. 


VIEWS ON CHINA. 

Mr. Lloyd George was asked by Mr. 
Ray to express his opinion on the position 
in China, particularly in view of the 
Cantonese march on Shanghai. “I do not 
anticipate that there will be any conflict 
with the European Powers,” he told his 
American. interlocutor.

Undoubtedly, the best thing 
that can happen, both to China and the 
world, is a pacific settlement. ”’

HOW CARGO BOAT 
SUNK RATDER. 


MR. BALDWLIN’S HERO 
EXPLAINS. 
eS 


From THE Press Associarion SPECIAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 
BASINGSTOKE, Thursday Night. 
Captain Selwyn Day, C.B., D.S.O., 
whose heroic exploit af sea during the 
Great War was revealed by the Prime 
Minister in his speech at the Chamber of 
Shipping dinner on Wednesday night, 
told this evening the story of the gallant 
fight of his cargo boat with a German 
raider, which, Mr. Baldwin said, ranks 
with the finest achievements of the 
British frigate captains of an earlier age. 
“ It is very gratifying to have so much 
interest shown in the matter,” the Captain 
said, “ because of the other members of 
the patrol. It was one of the usual in- 
cidents of the patrol. To inspect vessels 
was a matter of routine with the patrol 
ships. You might, of course, catch a 
tartar, but it was a risk which everyone 
was running continuously. Then, also, 
it must not be forgotten that the 
Achilles, the cruiser with which we 

worked, dominated the situation. 

GERMAN UNDER FALSE COLOURS. 

“We were only carrying out our job try- 
ing to ascertain the exact nature of the 
vessel which signalled that she was the 
Norwegian steamer Rena. As a fact, 
she was the German auxiliary cruiser 
Leopard, trying to slip into the Atlantic. 
We had to get as close as we could, and 
yet be so placed as to prevent her using 
her broadsides on us. For that reason 1 
had manceuvred the Dundee, my ship, so 
that she lay across the stern of the 
Leopard. ‘This also prevented my seeing 
what happened when Lieutenant Lawson, 
R.N.R., and five of my crew, who volua- 
teered, tried to board her. 1 do not 
know whether they succeeded, but I can 
only guess how gallantly they gave up 
their lives. 

'“On the Dundee I had a crew of one 
hundred and twenty, mostly Shetland 
islanders, and fine seamen they were. We 
were only a few ship’s lengths astern of 
the Leopard when our suspicions were 
completely aroused, and apparently she 
also had decided to drop the waiting 
game, and possibly was becoming afraid; 
for, as we opened fire, she loosed a 
torpedo. 

THE END OF THE RAIDER. 

“In fights like this one aims at the base 
of the funnel, because, in addition to the 
possibility of damaging the boilers, and 
so impairing the navigability of the 
vessel, flames may come through. We 
kept pounding away with our four guns 
therefore, and succeeded in our effort. 
The crew of the Leopard must have been 
disorganised, for they did not seem to be 
able to hit us. We had plenty of- shell 
svlinters on board, and part of our wire- 
less was carried away. Some of those 
splinters I have still. We were able to 
hang on, however, knowing quite well, 
as did the Germans, that the Achilles 
was there. 

“ At th eend of about half-an-hour the 
Leopard was a pyramid of fire, but she 
still continued to fire at us with her re- 
maining serviceable gun. 
Achilles had no choice but to put another 
round into her. She sank with all hands. 
The action took place in high latitudes, 
and by the time the fight was over 
if was dusk or dark, and we were unable 
to pick up anyone.” 

Throughout the interview Captain Day 
was more concerned that his crew should 
have full credit for what was done, and 
emphasised that the captains and crews 
of the five vessels co-operating with the 
Achilles had done similar service and 
taken equal risks on other occasions. It 
was part of their job, he said. 


LABOUR TO BOYCOTT 
ROYAL VISIT.

GLASGOW COUNCILICORS’ 
OBJECTIONS. 


When the King and Queen visit Glasgow 
early in July they will undertake a series 
of public functions, which may include 
the opening of the new Kelvin Hall and 
Oswald Street Bridge over the Clyde, both 
of which are nearing completion. 

The Lord Provost, in making the official 
announcement at yesterday's meeting of 
the Corporation, said that he thought that 
they could assure Their Majesties of a 
loyal and enthusiastic welcome. He moved 
the appointment of a special committee to 
make the necessary arrangements. 

Mr. T. A. Kerr (leader of the Labour 
group) moved a direct negative, and in- 
timated on behalf of his party that the 
members would neither officiate on the 
committee nor attend any of the cere- 
monies associated with the Royal visit. 
(Cries of “Shame.’’) The Royal visit 
would probably cost the city from £10,000 
to £15,000, and if such a sum were avail- 
able, they should spend it on sending boat- 
loads of poor women and children to their 
Highland estate at Lochgoil, or in arrang- 
ing holiday camps for the children of the 
unemployed poor. In addition, a Royal 
visit would result in the complete cessation 
of business for several days. — 

The Lord Provost appealed to the 
Labour members to withdraw their opposi- 
tion. As an ordinary business man he 
knew what a splendid impetus a Royal 
visit gave to all classes of business in any 
city. 

A division was demanded by the Labour 
group, and this resulied in 59 voting for 
the Lord Provost's motion and 42 for the 
Labour amendment.

CO-OPERATION WITH 
BRITAIN.

In Dail Eireann yesterday Mr. Thomas 
Johnson opened a debate on the question 
of defence, and asked for a clear state- 
ment of the Government’s ‘policy. 

He argued that, while it was desirable 
that theré should be cordial co-operation 
between the Free State and Great Britain 
in certain matters, a unified defence policy 
or a unified foreign policy would expose 
Ireland to dangers from which she would 
be free if she stood alone and neutral. 
Declaring that the greatest danger to 
good feeling lay in Clause VII. of the 
Treaty, which provides that in time of 
war or strained relations Great Britain 
can demand such harbour and other 
facilities as she may ‘require in the Free 
State, Mr. Johnson said that the 
Government should press for i4s elimina- 
tion. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, Minister for External 
Affairs, said that the Free State Army 
was maintained in order, if necessary, 
to defend the measure of freedom that had 
been won. ‘War was not governed by 
ethics. A country seeking to attack Great 
Britain through the Free State would pay 
greater attention to the fact that the Free 
State had an army that could make a sub- 
stantial resistance than to a declaration 
of neutrality. 

Mr. G. QO. Esmonde said that the 
British Government should be asked to 
give its view of Article VII. of the 
Treaty, and if it refused the question of 
an appeal to the International tribunal 
should .be considered. 

Mr. Muleahy argued that the Free State 
enjoyed absolute sovereignty. 


LOOKING AT FACTS. 

Mr. O’Higgins said that it was un- 
fortunate, but true, that they had not 
responsibility for the defence of all Ire- 
land. The Free State was close to a 
great Power which conceivably might find 
itself in conflict with another great 
Power. If Great Britain found herself 
challenged through the Free State would 
she wait until she was attacked on her 
own shores? Would she look on while the 
Free State was invaded by an active foe? 
Nobody could believe that. 

For better or for worse, there was geo- 
graphical propinquity, and from that 


relationship, a certain inter-dependence. 
For naval defence the two countries were 
essentially one strategic unit. 

There always would be neutrality of 
interest, and it would be for the Govern- 
ment of each country, according to cir- 
cumstances, to decide to what extent it 
was called upon to take action in recogni- 
tion of that neutrality of interest. 

Professor Magennis and Mr. P. Baxter 
described the Ministers’ speeches as i1m- 
perialistic.

“ SALARIES A MERE

Speaking with reference to civil servants 
in the Free State at the annual banquet of 
the Waterford Civil Service Club, Mr. E, 
McGrath, President, and collector, Customs 
and Excise, said that it seemed strange, but 
nevertheless it was true, that civil servants 
had at times to explain, and almost apologise, 
for their existence. In reality the Civil 
Service was an essential part of the 
machinery of civilisation.

PEACE ON BRITISH| 
“RAILWAYS. 

DEGISION AFFECTS 
700,000 MEN. - 


GUARANTEED WEEK TO 
BE RESTORED.

Br a LABOUR CoRRESPONDENT. 
Peace in the British railway industry 
has been assured by the agreement reached 
between the railway companies and the 
three railway trade unions for the restora- 
tion, by stages, of the railwaymen’s 
guaranteed week. | 
The railwaymen admittedly enjoy many 
advantages not possessed by many other 


Classes of workers. Their base wage has 


not been reduced in spite of the fluctua- 
tions of traffic and trade, and is generally 
round about 100 per cent. above pre-war. 
In addition many of the grades are still 
receiving the cost of living bonus under 
the sliding scale. In January the wages of 
a considerable number of men were in- 
creased by a shilling a week. 


TRIUMPH OF CONCILIATION. 

The railwaymen have succeeded in main- 
taining their wage rates in spite of pres- 
sure from other industries for a reduction 
of labour costs on the railways, with the 
object of securing lower charges’ for 
passengers and freights. The agreement 
for the restoration of the guaranteed week 
and full time working will remove one of 
the few grievances to which railwaymen 
have recently given expression. 

The latest agreement may be regarded” 
as a triumph for ‘the principles of con- 
ciliation and negotiation. 

In railway circles, despite the decline in 
revenue in the past year and reduced divi- 
dends, there is a hopeful feeling that a 
more prosperous period is coming, and the 
restoration by stages of the guaranteed 
week—which comes into full operation in 
April—is regarded as a definite indication 
on the part of the companies that they 
have faith in the recovery. of industry and 
traffic. 

700,000 WORKERS. 

Normally something like 700,000 persons 
are employed on the railways. If the 
promise of trade improvement is realised, 
the companies expect by April 11th to be 
able again to employ this number under 
normal] conditions in regard both to hours 
and pay. 

The events of the general strike have 
been wiped off the slate, and a favourable 
impression was created at the National 
Wages Board when the companies re- 
sponded to the appeal made by Mr. J. H. 
Thomas, and agreed to waive their rights 
over a question which still kept alive 
memories of the May stoppage. Now the 
Labour leaders are likely to express 
publicly their views that the railwaymen 
should pull together and assist the com- 
panies to the utmost of their ability to 
promote the efficiency of the railways and 
restore prosperity. ;

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BRITISH SHIPPING. 


REVIVING CONFIDENCE.

In an editofial article Zhe Times ob- 
serves :'—ÁAt, the meeting yesterday of the 
Chamber of Shipping the tone of the Presi- 
dential address was definitely more hopeful 
than it has been for some years past. During 
the last three or four days the same spirit of 
reviving confidence has been reflected in the 
proceedings at the jubilee banquet of the 
Chamber, when the Prime Minister was the 
chief speaker; in their report for the past 
year, and also, though not to the same ex- 
tent, in the report of the Liverpool Steamship 
Owners’ Association. This particular tide, it 
is agreed, seems to be turning. That is the 
cautious conclusion conveyed by the week's 
general survey of the position and prospects 
of the industry. 

In the forthcoming reports of individual 
shipping companies detailed reference will 
inevitably be made to the injury caused to 
most of them by the industrial troubles of 
last year. There was, unfortunately, no 
truth in the idea that the importation of coal 
during the stoppage led to anything in the 
shape of a boom in shipping freights, and the 
big liner companies, which had to bear the 
burden of oxtra expenditure common to all 
form of shipping, without, as in the case of 
the cargo vessels, any compensating gains, 
were particularly hard hit. 

In all the circumstances it must be ad- 
mitted that the shipping companies are not 
easily disheartened. The economic position 
of fe industry is not materially better than 
it was a year ago; yet they unite in saying 
that there are, perhaps, signs of an improve- 
ment, though the report of the Chamber adds 
that the realisation of such hopes must re- 
main uncertain for some time, and depends 
ultimately upon the permanence of the factors 
which make for a general restoration of 
trade.

GOVERNMENT AND FOREIGN 
FUNDS. 

It is understood that the Government 
have decided that they cannot support the 
Foreign Contributions (Interference with 
Trade and Industries) Bill, the second 
reading of which will be moved by Mr. 
Mitchell Banks in the House of Commons 
to-day, says The Times. The reasons for 
the Government's decision will be ex- 
plained by the Home Secretary this after- 
noon, and if a division is taken on the 
second reading he.will advance reasons 
why the House should vote against it. 
The Government apparently are convinced 
that the bill is far too loosely drawn to 
be éffective. It would preclude any 
financial aid to any object in this country 
if the result of such help might be to pro- 
long an industrial dispute. 

It is pointed out, on behalf of the 
Government, that a trade dispute in itself 
is a perfectly legal proceeding, and that 
if is impossible to stop the collection of 
foreign money for one legal object in this 
country and to allow it for another legal 
enterprise, such as a commercial under- 
taking. As regards an illegal proceeding 
like a general strike, the Government 
already have powers to prohibit the im- 
portation of foreign money, and that 
power was exercised last May.

5 WEEKS SUPPLY. 


CARLOW’S SEASON 
CLOSING. 


HE English and Irish beet sugar 
factories are reviewing. the 
season’s results, and both seem to be 
fully satisfied with the experiment, 
In England it is hoped that the num- 
ber of factories will be increased to 
100, and that they will produce half 
the sugar consumed in the country,

GETTING READY FOR THE 

NEXT CROP. 
Major Mascart, Commercial Manager of , 
Carlow Factory, told our Carlow 
Correspondent that the quality of the heet 
right up to the last moment was much 
better than was expected. Though it was 
realised that the Irish climate was very 
favourable for beet-growing, the resulés 
this year exceeded all expectations, and 
the last consignments, which had only 
recently been taken out of the ground, 
showed a sugar content of 20.2 per cent., 
as compared with the Belgium average of 
154 per cent. He was gratified with the 
progress shown by all the workers con- 
nected with the factory, but the working 
expenses could be reduced by the em- 
ployés avoiding loss of time and mann- 
facturing material, Work to be carried . 
on at the factory until next autumn in- 
cludes the cleaning and repairing of the 
machinery, because three months of day 
and night manufacturing results in a lot 
of wear and tear. 


NEW WORKS. 

Within the next few months all the 
sugar and by-products will be discharged, 
giving employment to about two hundred 
people for a number of weeks. 

The erection of offices on the factory 
site, the enlargement of the sugar store, 
and the extension of the railway siding 
may be undertaken during the spring and 
summer; and, although the number of 
employés is at present being reduced, the 
number of workmen may be considerably — 
increased after some little time, 

In the coming year the factory will hava 
to obtain 8,000 tons of limestone and 
nearly 20,000 tons of coal and coke for 
the operations early next autumn, and 
this will also give a certain amount of 
work to carters and others, 


£300,000 NEXT YEAR. 


The 200,000 sugar bags required for next 
season will be manufactured in the Free 
State, and also jute cloth for filters. 

It is estimated that 200,0001]b. of seed 
will be required for the cultivation of the 
new crop, together with 15,000 tons of 
artificial manure, and the transport in- 
dustry will benefit as the result: 

The expense, including wages, etc., of 
producing the next crop, it is estimated, 
will amount to something like £300,000.

RESULT OF THE YEAR'S 
EXPERIMENT. 


The British farmer has no equal 
throughout the world, and when he 
interests himself in a crop he can produce 
results that compare favourably with 
competitors in other countries, declared 
Mr. G. H. Roberts, at the annual meet- 
ing of the British Sugar Beet Society, 
at the Hotel Victoria, London, yesterday. 

He made the statement when present- 
ing the Mason Challenge Cup to Mr. $. 
Minter, of Parham, Suffolk, who had 
produced 16.17 tons per acre, with a 
sugar content of 19.10 per cent. for the 
Ipswich factory. 

There were two new factories for 1927, 
one at Bardney, Lincolnshire, and one at 
King’s Lynn, Norfolk, said the chairman, 
while two other schemes were coniem- 
plated, one for Selby, Yorks, and one at 
Allscott, Shropshire. They seemed to be 
on the way towards realising their 
ambition of a hundred factories. 


125,000 ACRES. 

Last year there were 125.000 acres 
under cultivation. The amount of sugar 
produced was estimated at 120,000 tons, 
which represented five weeks of the 
national consumption. When they got 
twenty-five weeks of sugar they would be 
doing very well. 

H was very gratifying to notice that 
the industry was being firmly established, 
and, despite much criticism, he thought 
that they could say that it was beneficial 
to many interests and disadvantageous to 
none. There was no one who could say 
that the operation of the industry was in 
any way adverse to the interests of the 
consumer. :
